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Grayling Firefighters Battle 


Two Blazes at Once 


Grayling Township and City firefighers had to battle two 
fires at once last Friday. 

At 8:16 p.m. a fire was reported on Shaw Park Road 10 
miles east of Grayling. Less than an hour later a second fire 
on State Street in Grayling was reported and the fire depart- 
ment split its men and trucks and fought both fires with half 
crews for several hours. 

The fire on Shaw Park Road is believed to have started 
in an engine compartment of one of two cars in a garage. 
Celestte Lowry resides at the home next to the garage where 
the fire broke out. 

At the State Street fire, an 18-year-old Lake Orion man 
was arrested for allegedly interferring with firemen and 
police officers at the scene. The man is being held in connec- 
tion with the fire on suspicion of arson. No injuries were 
reported at either fire. 


weyerhaeuser Fire 
Extinguished Quickly 


Fire developed in the No. 1 drying system at the new 
Weyerhaeuser Mill in Grayling at approximately 12:40 a.m. 
Tuesday. It was brought under control almost immediately 
and extinguished by the mill emergency organization with 
assistance from the Grayling Fire Department in about 15 
minutes. 

The fire was contained within the No. 1 drying and con- 
veying system. An automatic fire detection and suppression 
system worked as designed to suppress the fire and keep it 
from spreading. 

The response by both the mill emergency organization 
and the Grayling Fire Department to quickly extinguish the 
fire was reported as excellent. 

Damage, if any, will be minimal. The fire is not expected 
to delay plant start-up efforts which are underway this week. 

Construction of the $60 million facility began in April, 
1981. The mill is expected to go into production later this 
month or early in September. Current employment is 130 
people. 

The mill will manufacture an oriented strand board 
product called Structurwood® . It is made from cross- 
oriented aspen flakes bonded with a waterproof phenolic bin- 
der. It is used as a direct substitute for plywood in the floor 
underlayment and roof sheathing application.

Nowak Asks for Recount 
Of District 5 Race Tally

Crawford County Commis- 
sioner Walt Nowak - 
defeated in the August 
primary by Don Welser 106- 
95 - has filed for a recount of 
ballots in his district. 

“I have good reason to 
believe that mistakes have 
been made in the tally as a 
result of some 50 spoiled or 
not acceptable  ballots,”’ 
Nowak wrote in a letter to 
the Crawford Co. Board of 
Canvassers asking for a 
recount, 

Crawford County Clerk 
Nancy Krey said Lansing of- 
ficials told her it would be 
three to four weeks before 
they return ballots to the 
counties. Any state recounts 
have to be finished first. Af- 


ter the county receives the 
ballots, the County Board of 
Canvassers, made up of 
Edith Kerr, April Andrus, 
Richard DuBois, and Bar- 
bara Selesky will conduct a 
recount. 

“TY feel justified in asking 
for the recount,’’ Nowak 
said. Nowak has to pay $10 
for the recount in one 
precinct and could get his 
money back if mistakes 
were made. 


Even if the final official 
tally does not 
Nowak will learn if any of 
the invalid ballots contained 
votes for him. 

He said 12 or more votes 
picked up from the invalid 
ballots would mean more

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! $6000 Grant Given 
To Fish Hatchery

The Grayling Fish Hat- 
chery reopening was aided 
last week when the North- 
east Michigan Private In- 
dustry Council (PIC) ap- 
proved a $6000 grant for the 
project. 

A lengthy application was 
written recently by county 
Cooperative Extension agent 
Roy Spangler to obtain funds 
for a 28-by-40-foot headquar- 
ters building on the hatchery 
grounds and ten vending 
machines to dispense trout 
food. 

According to committee 
chairman Bob Smock, the 
PIC council agreed that the 
project had the potential of 
attracting tourists, which 
would add to the earning 
potential of the area. He 
noted that the hatchery will 
provide employment for a 
number of persons directly 
since it will be manned 24 
hours per day. 

Smock said the headquar- 
ters building will house 
equipment needed to main- 
tain the grounds, fish food, 
and a tourist information 
booth. He said that plans are 
now being made for a 
brochure that will guide 
visitors to various sites in 


the county. 
Smock paid tribute to 
Steve Perry, Spangler, 


Ralph Stevens, Jack Hull, 
and Dave VanHill for assist- 
ing the Hatchery Committee 
in obtaining the grant. 
Meanwhile, Michigan 
National Guard local units 
have begun filling every 


other raceway at the hat- 
chery in order to increase 
the flow of water and cut 
down on the heating of the 
water as it travels over the 
concrete. 

According to Lieut, Col. 
‘Skip’? Hanson, who is coor- 
dinating the project, thus far 
the guard has hauled over 
1,250 cubic yards of clean fill 
dirt. He said that it will take 
about 5,000 cubic yards to 
complete the task. 

Hanson pointed out that in 
order to reach the raceways 
to be filled, a self-propelled 
bridge is being used. He em- 
phasized that the local guar- 
dsmen are volunteering

The Crawford County Historical Museum 
will be losing one of its main attractions this

Fenton, the director of the museum since 
its beginning in 1972, will be retiring as

Fenton started collecting historical photo- 
graphs and clipping articles as a young man 
in Grayling.

When the museum first opened in 1972, 
about 100 photographs were on display. In 
ten years, Fenton has helped build the 
amount to more than 500. 

‘‘A lot of people will visit the museum and 
then go home and dig around to see if they 
have any old photos,” Fenton said.

a memorial display stand donated by the 


Herbert Stephan family. It houses a photo 
display of the Stephan family and other 
pioneer families.

Camp Grayling-The dry 
snap of a twig was the 
soldier’s first warning that 
his position had been dis- 
covered and the enemy was 
now behind him. Before his 
half-turn was completed, a 
continuous buzz sounded 
from a device attached to his 
uniform, With a sigh, the 
“dead” soldier slipped a key 
from his rifle to deactivate 
the device and his weapon at 
the same time. 

The soldier was ‘‘killed”’ 
by a system called MILES, 
short for Multiple Integrated 
Laser Engagment System. 
During their annual training 
at Camp Grayling, Mich., 
members of the 73D Infantry 
Brigade (Separate), Ohio 
Army National Guard, have 
been using the laser devices 
on a number of weapon 
systems and in a variety of 
situations. 

MILES uses low level, eye- 
safe laser light to simulate 
live fire and can be used with 
M60 machine guns, _ in- 
dividual weapons such as 
the M16 rifle, and the TOW 
missile system. When the 
operator aims and fires the 
weapon at a target equipped 
with a detector, the detection 
device emits a short tone or 
buzz for a near miss and a 
continuous tone for a hit. 

“With this system we can 
conduct realistic missions 
because we have realtime 
feedback, just as if a bullet 
was fired,’’ explained MSgt. 


Hans Woesner with the 
Brigade Operations and 
Training Section. ‘The 


soldier or operator has im- 
mediate knowledge of the 
results of his actions. He 
remains alive when he per- 
forms correctly and gets 
‘‘killed’’ when he does not.” 
By the same __ token, 
Woesner explained that 
when troops are getting 
“killed” off at an alarming 
pace, it becomes pretty ob- 
vious to a commander that 
either his actions are not ap- 
propriate or that his troops 
may need additional training 
in certain infantry skills. 
“The MILES becomes in- 
valuable to commanders 
because they can get a 
realistic picture of the rate 
at which casualties occur 
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when they take a specific ac- 
tion without anyone getting 
hurt,’ Woesner said. 

When a soldier or target 
such as a personnel carrier 
is hit by MILES, the con- 
tinuous buzzer can either be 
deactivated by the 
“casualty” which in turn 
deactivates his weapon, or

major breakthrough in 
reopening the facility. He 
added that Catau has offered 
fish of trophy size, legal size 
and newly hatched 
specimens. 

Smock suggested that it 
could be possible during the 
Milltown Festival to permit 
fishing for the legal size 
trout for a fee in order to 
provide a fun activity. 

Hatchery Committee 
Member Bill Rutter Jr. dis- 
cussed the trout supply mat- 
ter with Catau and said that 
he was most cooperative in 
veiwing the project as an 
economic pencfit to the 
county and one where he 
would gain through the 
publicity. 

The total project, Smock 
said, under the supervision 
of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners is 
working out well. He said 
that some logistic problems 
appear from day to day but 
that is to be expected 
because the program has 
many aspects which must be 
handled. He pointed out that 
the co-sponsor of the project, 
the Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce has: 
contributed the talents of 
many individuals to the fund 
raising aspects of the opera- 
tion.

Smock noted that while the 
work is continuing according ° 
to schedule, contributions.

Property Assessment Smallest 
In Decade 


The State Tax Commission has 
approved a $98.2 billion level in 
total property assessments, repre- 
senting a 6.8 percent increase over 
1981's value. That represented the 
smallest increase since 1972. 

The commission said the total 
property tax bill based on an 
average 1981 tax rate of 53.36 mills, 
will be $5.2 billion, up from last 
year’s $4.9 billion. 

The final assessed value figure 
was only slightly changed from the 
preliminary total and the com-

The commission says the most 
rapidly growing class of property 
value was residential at 8.6 percent. 

Other increases were 7.7 percent 
for tarm, 5.6 percent for commercial 
and 3.3 percent for industrial, while 
timber cut over dropped 2.7 percent. 

Personal property in fixtures, 
machinery and equipment in stores 
and plants rose 4.3 percent. 

The commission also noted that 
agricultural and residential property 
was continuing to pick-up an in- 
creasing portion of the tax load, ac- 
counting for 66,1 percent of the 
statewide assessments compared to 
65 percent last year. 

Business, industry and commer- 
cial property accounted for 33.9 per- 
cent, a decline of 45 percent in 1945, 
which the commission said was due, 
in part, to the growing use of tax 
abatement and farmland preserva- 
tion laws. 

Court Approves Buy-In by Two 

Electric Cooperatives 


The state Court of Appeals, reject- 
ing arguments by Attorney General 
Frank Kelley and a public interest 
group, has approved a plan by two 
electric cooperatives to purchase an 
additional $181 million interest in 
the Detroit Edison Enrico Fermi II 
nuclear power plant. 

The court, in Attorney General v. 
Public Service Commission, affir- 
med the ruling of the commission in 
approving a loan from the Rural 
Electrification Administration for 
Wolverine Electric Cooperative and 
Northern Michigan Electric Cooper- 
ative. 

The money was to meet a portion 
of cost overruns in the project, in 
which the two co-ops, had already 
acquired an interest. 

Kelley and the Public Interest 
Research Group in Michigan alleged 
the plant was unnecessary and 
unreasonably costly. 


The PSC denied PIRGIM’s .,ap-.- 


plication to intervene and the Court 
of Appeals agreed, saying the group 
failed to demonstrate it represented 
a substantial number of affected 
parties.

Welcome to news of the 
Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program. In a recent article 
in AIM from Michigan’s Of- 
fice of Services to the Aging 
newsletter, Kenneth Oettle, 
Director, made these obser- 
vations. After 4 days of 
public hearings on the 1883 
proposed State Plan on 
Aging, the concensus of the 
800 people interviewed had 
basically the same commen- 
ts. The lack of transportation 
and in-home services are 
costing the elderly their in- 
dependence, further budget 
cuts are untenable and we 
must find a way to reach the 
most needy among the 
elderly with the resources 
we have. Also included in 
musts were endorsements of 
senior centers as an impor- 
tant link between individual 
and community, and the 
benefits of the nutrition pro- 
gram. Every level of govern- 
ment, every community and 
every individual must face 
the reality of budget cuts. At 
best, it appears likely 
programs affecting the 
elderly will be funded only at 
continuation levels, or, in 
many instances, significant 
reductions.

WHEREAS, the Grayling Township Board considers 
payment of ‘Swamp Tax” on a per acre basis discriminatory 
because State property in the southern part of the State is paid 
on the Ad Valorem basis; 

AND WHEREAS, the $1.50 per acre currently paid, by 
comparison represents only a small percentage of the dollars 
which would be generated by Ad Valorem taxation; 

AND WHERBAS, all resident of the State own, control, and 
have use of these lands for recreation and economic benefit; 

AND WHEREAS, the current discriminatory method of 
payment requires that northern Michigan taxpayers subsidize 
recreational land to the benefit of all residents of Michigan when 
all residents should support and pay equally in maintaining 
these lands; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Grayling 
Township Board promote legislation which would standardize 
the payment of swamp tax in Michigan so all residents and tax- 
payers share equally in maintaining State land as follows; 

1. Ad Valorem on all lands which reap revenue for the State, 
such as, but not limited to, oil and gas well producing lands; tim- 
ber producing lands; State Parks; and sand, gravel, and other 
mineral producing lands; 

2. To 50% of Ad Valorem on all other State owned lands with 
progressive increases yearly of 10% per year until such time as 
full Ad Valorem Tax is attained; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Legislature, 
Governors Office, as well as other State Agencies, seek an in- 
crease in payment in lieu of taxes for Military and Federal owned 
lands so said payments equal the above requested atandards. 

FURTHER, that copies of this resolution be sent to the 
Governor, Legislators representing Crawford County, Michigan 
Townships Association, Michigan Association of Counties, 
Michigan Municipal League, Crawford County Board of Com- 
mission, City of Grayling, Frederic Township, Maple Forest 
Township, Lovells Township, South Branch Township, and 
Beaver Creek Township.

Laura had served the Chur- 
ch and the town in so many 
ways for over 92 years. If 
you hear the bell ringing in 
the middle of the day, don’t 
think that it’s a warning 
about a tornado or a forest 
fire. It’s just being rung to 
honor a faithful servant of ou 
Creator aiid Lord. 

The bell was given to St. 
John 90 years ago by Mr, and 
Mrs. Nels Peter Olsen, the 
first. We pray that it will 
always be used as a symbol 
of the faith and hope and joy 
of the people of Grayling, 
Michigan.
